MORE H. B. ROUTE. 

James Guilion, of the lower s ttlement, 
sailed trom Stromness on duly Sth, 1866, in 
the Prince of Wales, Captain Hard, J. Hack- 
land, mate,and had a good passaye across the 
Atlantic. Did not sight cape Kesolution. 
Saw the first piece of ice about the entrance 
to the staits three weeks from) Strommess, 
Saw the ice in the evening during rough wea- 
ther. The ship was put about and stood out 
during the night for tear of the ice, dn tre 
morning she took her course again, and on 
the afternoon of the mext day sinh ied Uwe 
whalers. Three days afterwards seruc hk ive 
ice, and the following day sighted two Lieb. 
vessels, one bound tor York and the otict 
for Labrador. The next day all three Were 
stuck in the ice, within speaking distunce os 
each other and about haif a mile from hand, 
Next day three men went on the ice to Wash 
clothes, When all at once the turn of the tide 
started the vessel. Ropes were throw bo the 
en and they were rescued, Oceupicd elit 
days in getting through the ice, but Were 
ony stuck one night, Just atter passing the 
ice sawa large number of Huskies and com 
menced to trade with them. Were obliped to 
desist in order to catch up to the Moose ship 
which began to fire guns as signals to them, 
Overtook her the same evening. Next Gay 
yade Manstield island with a tair wind. Lay 
to four bours on south side of the island and 
received 16 tons of cargo trom the Moose ship. 
Phen each vessel took its own course. Two 
days from Mansfield) istand anchored in 16 
fathoms of water and from there anchored 
in the mouth of the Nelson river with the 
Prince Rupert, being unable to make the five 
fathom hole on account of a heavy storm 
Lay three days and nights in the mouth ot 
Neison river, storm stayed, and on the fourth 
day weighed anchor and made the five fathom 
hole on August 13th. This was the only 
stormy Weather on the trip. Amongst the 
passengers on this trip were chief factor Har- 
grave, J. MeAuley and Mr, Dunlop, clerks, 
rev. Mr. Cowie and four lady passengers. 
Besides there were 29 Norwegians and four 
Orkney men. During the passage out, when 
about half way, the Norwegians mutinied on 
account of short rations. The vessel was 
short handed —as indeed the H.B. ships al- 
Ways were—only having fourteen able sea- 
nen, and the hired men were expected to 
help in making sail, and other necessary 
work. On this oceasion the Norwegians were 
ordered up but would not come.  Hackland, 
the mate, went down after them with a broom 
stick but they hunted him up again with a 
rope’send. Captain Herd then tried it, but 
as he was going down the ladder a keg of vin- 
evar was thrown at him which made him 
change his mind. The dispute was finally 
settled through Mr. Hargrave by the Norwe- 
yians petting full rations. They were asoime 
What retractory crowd, Thirteen out of the 
original party had deserted at Gravesend and 
those who came out went back next season, 
lhis was the second and last experiment i 
bringing out Norsemen as H. B, servants 
Saw plenty of icebergs in the bay, but most 
of them seemed to be aground, kept near the 
Husky coast and one day prepared to po 
asiiore, but something prevented, Mr. Gul 
lion lett York for Norway house with Bruce's 
Red viver brigade of boats and made Norway 
house, in 15 days from York, 66° pieces or 3 
tons in each boat.

Montreal has docked the mayor of his

The C.P.R. is said tu have purchased the 
Can da Atlantic railway.
